Proposed That an _ Inter-Imperial 
Organization Be Formed 

The holding of an inter-imperial 
conference of the veterans of the 
great war on land, on sea and in the 
air is being seriously mooted. The 
suggestion some time ago was 
broached amtong the veterans of Can- 
ada, The Dominion executive ‘of 
that body of men is now in receipt 
of a communication from the veterans 
of South Africa suggesting that such 
a conference be held at thie earliest 
possible date at Capetown. The point 
is claimed to be the most central point 
for the foregathcring of the fighting 
men of Canada, Australia, New Zea- 
land, Newfoundland, Great Britain 
and the other portions of the empire 
which participated in the conflict. 

It is proposed that representatives 
of soldiers’ and sailors’ organizations 
be sent and that an inter imperial or- 
ganization be formed for the further- 
ing of good comradeship among the 
men .who fought for the common} 
cause, and for inter-communication on 
matters in which all are concerned. 

Should the organization be formed 
it would constitute’ 6ne of the most 
formidable fraternal associations in} 
the world. The proposal is receiving | 
consideration.

PREMIER BORDEN 
_ MAY RESIGN 


Ottawa, Dec. 15.—The Ottawa

Facing Starvation 


Paris.—Austria must have tieip 
from the allies in order to save her 
from famine and bankruptcy, Chan- 
cellor Karl Renner, of the Austrian 
Republic, told the Associated Press, 
in explaining his presence in Paris, 
where he came to present to. the 
supreme council the situation which, 
he declares, faces his .éountry. 

“When I left Vienna, we had only
